Dawson, March 28.—A_ terrible tornado or 
cyclone passed through the middle and 
northern portion of this (Terrell) county last 
night (Monday night) about ten o'clock. It 
crossed the mes peng, dager std 4d creek. near 
what is known as the “battleground,” and 
moving im almosta due east course passed 
entirely through this county, leaving a track 
of devastation about a half mile wide. 
Mr. Calvi Watson, living about four 
miles north of Dawson, had all of his 
houses blown down. His aged mother was 
severely injured, and one of his arms frac- 
tured. Campbell & Livingston’s steam saw 
mill and several cabins on the place four 
miles north of Dawson were blown down. 
The mill and machinery were not damaged a 
great deal and no person severely injured 
there. A few miles beyond Campbell & Liv- 
ingston’s mill, and two miles from Brown’s 
station, it struck the residence of Mr. John 
McCarthey, a well-to-do farmer, which it 
completely demolished. Mr. McUarthey’s 
family consisted of himself and wife and 
Miss Talhot, lis wife’s sister. Hearing the 
storm coming. Mr. McCarthey hastily 
arose froin bed and told his’ wife 
that they must get out of the house. 
But before they could do so the house was 
blown away, and he and his wife fortunately 
fell where the tloor between the hall and 
their room separated, thus being in a meas- 
ure protected by the sills and a _ por- 
tion of the floor. One of the sills was 
blown across Mr. McCarthey, also across Mrs. 
McCarthey’s feet, but she managed to dis- 
engage her feet and then roll the sill from 
her husband and assist him to crawl under 
the floor, so as to partially protect him from 
the severe hail that was then falling. She 
then commenced calling her sister, Miss 
Talbot, and after sevéral calls thought she 
heard her answer. Going in the direction 
the answer came, she found 
her in a hole where a large oak had been 
blown from, up to her arm-pits in water. 
She succeeded in getting her out of the 
hole of water and dragged her under 
the floor where Mr. McC. was sheltered. 
Some of the negroes on the place afterwards 
came tothem, from whom they learned that 
all of the negro cabins situated a few hundred 
yards from the dwelling, but in the direct 
track of the cyclone, were blown away, and 
one negro child killed. The next place was 
Mr. Kinny’s farm. Fences and cabins were 
prostrated and blown away, but no person 
seriously hurt. The next place was Geisse & 
Dozier’s steam saw-mill. The mill aid all 
the cabins on the place were blown down. 
Mrs. Powell, wife of “Mr. Benjamin Powell— 
one of the operatives of the miN—was in- 
stantly killed, as was the ten-year-old son of 
Mr. John Martin, the sawyer of the mill: 
also, a negro woman and an eight-year-old 
1 boy—wife and son of oneof the negro em- 
ployesat the mill. Messrs. Geisse & Dozier 
also had a fine mule killed. Passing Guise 
& Dovier’s mill it struck Mrs. 
Barlow's place, blew down the 
negro cabins on the place and killed two ne- 
groes, as your correspondent was informed; 
then crossed the Kincbhafoonee creek into Lee 
county. What the effects beyond the Kin- 
chafoonee creek are your correspondent has 


destroyed, began to circulate freely. The news 
came into Albany that the buildings, fencing, 
ete., on the Duncan place, about seven’ miles 
from Albany, and the gin house andscrew 
and several miles of fencing on the Dent place, 
six miles southeast of-the @ty, had en 
‘swept away. In a few minu fter receiv- 
ing this information and whilé inquiring as 
to the correctness of the reports, a News and 
Advertiser man met Captain Tom Welch. 
conductor of the Albany braneh of the South- 
western railroad, who increased curiosity by 
saving: 

‘You ought to have seen it. You ought to 
have been in Smithville last night.’’ 

“Why?” 

“The biggest cyclone you ever heard of. A 
mile this side of Smithville the track of a 
most terrible cyclone crusses the railroad, and 
on either side as far as the eye can reach isa 
scene of destruction that no human tongue 
can describe.” 

The reporter thought 1t was an item worth 
riding to Smithville after, and boarded the 
10:30 train, and, as it drew near the town of 
Smithville, perhaps three-quarters of a mile 
from the village, the passengers, who craned 
their necks out of the windows, saw a sight, 
that when they attempt to describe, human 
credulity will hardly gulp at one swallow. 
Immense pines felled, cabins raized to the 
earth, and tence rails scattered in every di- 
rection. A company of men were working 
alongside the railroad track, repairing track 
and telegraph wire and poles. The train ran 
perhaps 500 yards before the track of destruc- 
tion had been crossed. 

Arriving at Smithville, the reporter was for- 
tunate enough to enter the store of the Jobn- 
ston brothers, inquiring for some of the_par- 
ticulars of the tornado. Mr. Johnston kindly 
gave what particulars and items he had gath- 
ered, and said: 
‘‘There’s my horse hitched out behind the 
store, mount and ride up the road about a half 
mile and you will see the track.” 

A few second’s ride brought us to huge pine 
trees that had fallen across the way, and after 
we had leaped and ridden around a hundred 
yards of trees we came toa vast pile of lum- 
ber, brick and mortar, about which was sor- 
rowfully grouped a knot of men. , 

‘*Who lived here?’ we asked. “& 


“Mr. Jack Batts,” said a negro. ‘‘That’s 


‘him standing thar,’ pointing to a voung man. 


We stated our mission to Mr. Batts who 
kindly asked us to dismount, and led the way 
to the mass of ruins. He told -us that this 
debris was what remained of a _ two-story, 
strongly built frame house, to which he had 
brought only five months ago a young bride. 
He had improved the dwelling, and was 
pitching a crop. He said: 
“At about half-past eleven o'clock I was 
awakened by the noise of a terrible storm. It 
frightened my wife so that she wanted to get 
up. I restrained her.,and there was acrash,and 
the roof fell on us. 
Myself arrd wife were sandwiched, as we lay, 
between two rafters. I could put my hand up 
and feel the roof. Grasping my wife with my 
rightarm I[ began the work of extricating our- 
selves. By hard work I succeeded in reach- 
ing a window which opened on a portico, at 
one end of which was the kitchen. I sue- 
ceeded 1n breaking through the windows and 
reaching the porch. 
I was blown across the porch, a 
distance of fifteen feet, into the kitchen. 
The wind ceased, and recovering my pvor 
wife, I made for shelter, which I found in a 
negro cabin not far away. I returned this 
morning to find my whole premises scattered 
upon the ground about. That twisted clump 
of logs you see is my smokebonse, yonder lies 
my stable. and further on Where those men 
are extricating corn is. my barn. Those flut- 
tering objects you see way over yonder about 
a half-mile are not birds but my fodder. That 
hole you see near the fence was where a cedar 
tree stood, and you see it in the field over 
there where the fodder is.’’ He spoke cheer- 
fully and said his neighbors had been very 
kind to him, and had rendered him every 
assistance. 
Turning our horse’s head downwards we 
had not gone far before a person we met who 
told us that Mr... J. .B.. Graves’s place 
had suffered greatly. We started there, but 
a honse blown down aéross,the way checked 
our Bucephalus suddenly. From the saddle 
we counted, in. a mass, seventy pine trees, 
ranging in. circumference from six to twelve 
feet—not uprooted, but twisted and wrenched 
off, leaving stumps some twenty feet high. 
Mr. Graves’s houses and fences were likewise 
blown away, and some of the negroes hurt. 
At Mr. J. H. Allen's place the scene is like- 
wise one of devastation similar to the others. 
He lost eighteen aegro houses, one gin 
house and one corn crib, and Mr. Dave Carter 
lost all of his houses, except his dwelling 
house, which was partly unrocfed, having 
one negro cabin saved.

yond description. Itis utterly impossible to 
describe the appearance at McCarthy's. Every- 
thing is literally blown away. The sills and 
heavy timbers of houses, with the brick, ure 
all that remain.

Hardly a trace of anything that 
was in the house can be found. Once ina 
while a small piece of a bedstead or some 
other article of the furniture can be picked 
up. Every particle of clothing and_ bed- 
clothing is gone. Even the night clothes 
that the family were wearing were torn into 
ribbons. Provisions, corn, fodder and every- 
thing were completely blown away. Not a 
house of any kind is standing on the place. 
Mr. McCarthy had several hundred dollars in 
money—the most of it in gold—in two trunks 
in hisroom. No trace of either trunk or the 
money can ‘be found, except about $2.20, 
which was picked up inthe yard. Miss Tal- 
bot was in bed in one of the rooms of the 
- dwelling when the storm struck it. She was 
_ aware that the house was blown away and that 
she was being whirled through the air and 
was conscious wlten she struck the earth, but 
remembers nothing more until she heard her 
It was just sixty yards from 
where the bed stood to the hole where 
she was found.- The hole was made by the 
uprooting of a large oak, which was blown 
‘twenty yardsaway.

SUMTER COUNTY. 
From the Sumter Coufity Republican. 

On Monday night last, between the hours 
of 10 and 11 o'clock, aterribly destructive 
storm swept over Lee and the lower portions 
of Sumter counties. We learn that houses 
were blown away, a great deal of stock killed 
and many persons injured. In the fifteenth 
district of Smiter the plantation of James 
Bass was denuded of fences, and every house 
on it, except his dwelling, blown away. His 
brother, Alex. Bass, had everything—his 
dwelling house, barns, stables, fences,clothing, 
provisions, fodder and everything else blown 
away. Wesley Bass and family, Thomas 
Lightfoot and family, James Richards 
and family, the widow Carter 
and family, are homeless and 
houseless—provisions destroyed, and every 
shred of clothing gone. These persons are in 
a very destitute condition and call loudly for 
help. The neighbors are helping as much as 
they can, but they can do but little, as they 
themselve& are sufferers from the storm. Out- 
side belp jis imperatively needed—help at 
once. ade Richards is supposed to be mor- 
tally injured, his fatherand mother also badly 
hurt. THe house was blown down on Wesley 
Bass, his wife and three children, all of whom 
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were or less injured. The wind entire- 
ly defhotisbed the gin house of Alex. Bass, 
owing ita distance of fifty yards. tearing 
all to pieces, not leaving two shingles te-

In this place between the hours of ten and 
eleven o'clock, Monday night, an earthquake 
was sensibly felt. Many of our citizens felt 
their houses tremble, window shrtters rattle, 
and crockery to be violently jarred. Qne of 
our citizens noticed a door in his house open 
apparently of itself, a thing that he never no- 
ticed before. That it was not wind, is clearly 
demonstrated from the fact that at that hour 
but little wind was blowing here, though, at 
the same time, a violent cyclone at a distance 
of fifteen miles was making sad havoe with 
lives and property, 

Dr. Jones also stated that the crockery in 
his house was thrown to the floor by the vio- 
lence of the shocks felt. 

DOOLY COUNTY, 
From the Hawkinsville Dispatch. 

One of our merchants returned from a trip 
to his plantation on Gum creek, Dooly coun- 
ty, on Tuesday morning, and informs us that 
aboutd1 o’clock on Monday night a terrific 
cyclone passed over that section. From the 
best we could learn it commenced on the 
Simmons place, (formerly Walker Lee’s) on 
the east side of Flint river, passing over the 
plantations of Sam W. Coney, P. C. Clegg, 
(McKinny place) and the late John F. Lewis 
and Warren B. Hamilton. On Mr. Coney’s 
place, two tenement houses, his gar- 
den, trees, fences, etc., were 
blown down; fences on Mr. Clegg’s 
place and four tenement houses, gin house 
and fences demolished on’ the Lewis planta: 
tion, and on the Hamilton place the gin house, 
stables and barns were leveled to the ground. 
Owing to the early hour at which our inform- 
ant left on Tuesday, he was unable to say 
how far the cyclone went, but through the 
section mentioned its track was about a quar- 
ter of a mile wide.. Its direction was due 
east. Several persons were injured but none 
killed as faras learned. It is thought to ex- 
celanything of the kind that ever passed 
through Dooly. 

WILCOX COUNTY. 
From the Hawkinsviile Dispatch. 

On Monday night last, between eleven and 
twelve o’clock, a cyclone or tornado, about 
three hundred yards in width, struck Dr. VY. 
H. Walker’s plantation, in Wileox county, 
prostrating ¢very building on the place except 
thesdwelling and crib, and the roofs of these 
buildings were blown off The family fortu- 
nately escaped with slight bruises, but cook- 
ing utensils, crockery and provisions were ¢ar- 
ried away, and boards from some of the out- 
houses were blown several miles. The buggies 
and wagons were crushed under the buildings, 
the furniture destroyed, and the bedding that 
was left was covered with the heavy rain that 
followed. We received a note from Doctor 
Walker saying that he was without a dry 
room for his family or the few things that 
were left. His neighbors (though the country 
is sparsely settled), were rendering such as- 
sistance as they were enabled to offer. The 
tornado was confined to a space about three 
hundred yards in width, and passed between 
the places of Perry Wilson and Pink John- 
son, Henry Lawton and Alfred Ball, Isaac 
Atkins and Abraham McCormick, Timber 
and fencing were carried before the wind as 
if so many straws, and stock in the course of 
the storm was killed, though no lives had 
been reported lost up to late accounts. The 
storm continued in an easterly direction, 
crossing the Ocmulgee into Dodge county, 
destroying the dwelling of Isaac Bowen, in- 
jurin, the new framed dwelling of Stephen 
Daniel, and completely blowing away the 
cabin of a colored woman. This is the same 
storm that passed across Flint river and passed 
over Dooly, as noted elsewhere in the Dts- 
patch. Asitcrossed the Ocmulgee and con- 
tinued through Dodge county, we shall not be 
surprised to hear of further damage.

At al- 
most every store in the city where a specialty 
is now being made of Easter novelties, or 
where this class of goods is dealt in at all. 
were bits of chickens no larger than an ordi- 
nary eex-Shell, and whose coats have not fully 
dev@oped from a mass of downy fuzz into 
welidlefined feathers, play an important part 

Evef since the first of the vear the incubators, 
or aftificial mothers of thousands of young 
chickens, have been at work hatching out 
their broeds for the use of the caterers to the 
demmafids of this very recent and singular 
taste. “The chickens havea very brief exist- 
encefatter they leaye the shell, rarely exceed- 
ingaweek, being turned over at the end of 
that timie to the hands of the taxidemists. By 
them*they are butchered, the delicate skins 
earefully prepared, stafiled, and then turned 
over to the hands of the manufacturers of 
Easter novelties. There are several houses in 
the city now engaged in preparing these birds 
for the market, and for months past they have 
been pressed to their utmost capacity with 
orders. On leaving the hands of the taxider- 
mists, these litthke chickens are mounted in 

all sorts of fantastic and grotesque 
shapes. A favorite method is to mount the 
chick so that it shall, with head askance, 

seem to be gazing wonderingly at a broken 

ege-shell from which it has seemingly just 

emerged. A pretty effect is produced by 

mounting a couple of the little fellows beside 

two broken male and as they are represented 

as gazing wonderingly at one another the re- 

sult is quite comical. Frequently the yellow 

down-covered chick are represented as sitting 
on a nest lying in a mass of dried grasses and 

flowers. From underneath its smooth little 

body and wings vainly stretched in an attempt 

to hide them from view peep forth from two 
to four egg-shaped pellets, unusually bits of 
wood or clay carefully coyered with silk of 
red, white, blue, pale green or mottled tints. 

In other cases the chick is carefully mounted 
against a plaque, represented sometimes as 
feeding, again as nestling in a bed of weeds 
and grasses, and frequently as kicking from 

the nest the egg-shell in which it had passed 
its days of ipeubation. In this way and in 

many other ducklings of not over a week old, 
and humming-birds, finches, thrushes, and 
other small birds are sacrificed to furnish ma- 
terial fur the construction of these pieces, 
which are just now the particularly proper 
things for use as presents for the Taster 
season. : 

EGG CARICATURES, 

That the egg has not become obsolete is as- 
sured by the many forms in which it appears 
among the mass of designs for Easter gifts. 
In a Broadway store the humorous side of 
the prevailing furoris very cleverly shown, 
and #unny caricatures of well-known faces 
are ‘the result. One of these eggs is set up- 
right with the more pointed endinair. The 
large end is encircled with a Byronic coilar of 
white paper, a bit of blue silk serving as a 
neck-tie. From the pointed end amass of 
black worsted falls over the back and side of 
- shell, the mass being carefully parted in 

1e middle. -The portion of the shell expos- 
ed is painted to represent a face, and the re- 
sult is one that needs no label to inform the 
observer who the caricature represents. Os- 
car Wilde is as clearly to be seen in this cley- 
er bit of work as in one of Sarony’s portraits. 
The broad side of an egg more nearly round 
in shape serves for the reproduction of Dick 
Deadeye, the popular character in ‘Pina- 
fore.” In this case cotton batting serves 
@s gray hair and whiskers for the treach- 
erous old salt. A _ sailor’s tarpaulin with 
31. M. S. Pinafore’ on ‘he silken band, and 

collar of blue paper, with a necktie of 
Hlack silk, serve to make the caricature com- 
plete. The ‘large end of an egg properiy 
yainted, a mass of golden red worsted for 
air: a jaunty straw hat, with flowing rib- 
bons, anda bit of muslin to revresent the 
neck of a dress serve to reproduce General 
Stanley’s favorite daughter Mabel, the hero- 
ine of the ‘‘Pirates of Penzance.’’ The pos- 
sibilities in this line of really clever work 
are innumerable, for, with the proper 
shaped egg and a little facility in sketching 
and taste in dressing, almost any face can 
be reprodgaced in caricature. Possibly the 
ease with Which the caricatures may be pro- 
duced has led to the conceit, a novelty of 
this season, of a denor’s placing, as though 
it were a bit of decalcomanie work, his or 
her picture on the shell designed as an Eas- 
ter offering to friends. The miniature cartes 
de visite, such as were in vogue two or three 
years ago, are used in these cases, and the 
portrait when stuck on the shell is sur- 
rounded by a _ frame-like collection 
of hand painted flowers or some 
fantastic designs. These serve to make a 
very pretty gitt. The real chicken’s egg is 
hardly used in the novelties offered ‘for this 
season, substitutes of wood, china, clay, and 
other materials being used. Where the size 
of an egg, or an approximate there- 
to is retained, and decoration is indulged in, 
these substitutes are usually neatly covered 
with silks in shades of red and blue. Often 


these silk covers are handsomely painted bys 


hand with reproductions of the passion flower 
or other flowers, or bear mottoes appropriate 
tothe day or season. The proper thing fora 
young gentleman to present to a young lady 
triend is now prescribed by fashion to be a 
jewel or bon-bon box made in the 
shape of an egg, and varying in size 
from the egg ot a turkey to that of 
an ostrich.

‘presents for favored friends in the huge 
‘ostrich eggs, elaborately decorated by hand, 
and there is this season quite a demand for 
these at the leading jewélry stores and the 
thouses of dealers in bric-a-brac and art novel- 
‘ties. 
e PLAQUES IN DEMAND. 

Plaqnes are in great demand this season,and 
though the market is largely supplied, the 
supply by no means exceeds the demand. 
The painted plaque seems to have given way 
to the plaque of wood covered with silk or 
satin, and the decorations are generally floral. 
A lilly in full bloom, a water lilly and bud, 
‘with several leaves, all bound together by a 
band of. ri Ds. banquet of passion flowers, 
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d with silk or satin of some brilliz. 


tinctively new gifts is a representation of a 
stork, which stands beside its roughly con- 
structed nest of twigs and leayes, and has in 
its beak a naked china doll.

The first of these rules invests the speaker 
or chairman of committee with authority to 
put the proposition that the question before 
the house “be now put.’’ This proposition 
will not be debatable, but to be adopted it 
must be supported, on division, by more than 
200 or opposed by less than 40 members, The 
second rule limits the right to make dilatory 
motions to one time for each member during 
debate on any one question. It also provides 
that no member shall speak more than once 
to each separate motion, and no‘member tha 
has made one of these motions shall mike 
another motion on the same questior Other. 
rules relate to t he speaker's authority fo si- 
lence unruly members, and to the range of 
discussion at the different readings of bills. 
The government proposes to stand or fall by 
the first rule, but theother rules are not min- 
isterial ones. The first rule has been bitterly 
attacked as an outraze on the right of free 


speech and liberty and possibly several other 


things; but it is after al) not 
much different than our previous-question 
regulation. In congress any member can call 
for the previous question, and if his request 
is seconded by a majority of those present, 
debate ceases. Under the proposed rule for 
the house of commons the speaker alone can 


order tue closing of a debate if he is supported

ure before the house. If the house is full a 
bare majority would sutticte; but if the house 
isso empty that the. majority cannot come 
mand 200 votes, then a majority of forty can 
prevent the ordering of the cloture. This 
certainly seems to be a very conservative and 
sensiblé method of preventing obstriaction, 
and the great wonder is that it has not long 
been a part of the rules of the house of com- 
mons.

moval. The factis conclusively established that 
the main object in transferring this case is simply 
to Put an end to the prosecution and&to protect the 
defendants from punishment, whether innocent or 
guilty, toshield them, when clearly proven guilty 
of the greatest crime known to the law. 

In the first place, I deny that the constitution of 
the United States, wisely construed and liberally 
expounded—delegates to she United States’ courts 
jurisdiction to convict and punish under a state 


law. The constitution affords the courts the 
suine power to determiae the moral 
right of Europe to assist the Greeks 
wren suffering from the oppression of Ottomau wis- 
rule, that it gives them to regulate aud superintend 
the iuternal affairs ofa state. The right to ind-- 
pendence in redressing the. grievances of its citi- 
zens belongs to every suvereign state, as such, and 
is especially tendered and protected by the iaw 
of nations. The federal power bas vo authority to 
interfere with the internal concerns of any state 
engaged in the administration of justice between 
its own citizens. In the lauguage of the immortal 
Daniel Webster “‘the geueral government should 
bot seek to operate where the states @¢un operate 
with more advantage to the community.’’ Lu this 
case, Which can o;erate with more advantage t 
the community in which thecrime was commitied? 
if there is a species @@& treason, not con- 
templat d the constitution which has 
}one friend more  deservipg than another, 
itishim who claims for the federal government 
the power to deprive the people of domesue rule 
and dethron the indienentabes a@i the state judi- 
ciary. ‘thisis treason—vile—abhorent—and so re- 
pugnant to the dictates of natural justice—so econ- 
trary to the genius of ouréfree institutions that 
those who indulge it deserve the just indignation 
of the whole country. J am _ forcibly impre sed 
with the idea, that if it were pos-ible to rai-e the 
judicial ermine from* the slimy pool of political 
parti-anship and induce those in authority to exe- 
eute justice and maintain the right. uuswayed by 
fuction and unawed by power—and enable them 
to so far subdue their personal feelings as to ri¢ghily 
form one henest legal opinion, in the spirit of im- 
partiality, that this case would cease to agitate the 
public mind—especially around the federal court. 
lHiow is this case to be'tried? United States courts 
hive no common law powers. It has been fully 
determined that in the exercise of crimival juris- 
diction, they are courts of statutory powers alone 
and that no act is a crime or can be made so except 
by the act of the legislative powers of the govern 
ment. How are they to try this canse without re- 
sorting by co ity to the statute of the state for the 
methods and measyre of punishment? They im- 
pliedly admtt that the tndictment will have to be 
found by a jory ina state court, having no power 
to convict and punish the offense as one at common 
lasv, and no constitutional jurisdiciion to execute 
the criminal statutes of the state And no, authority 
being contained in the statute to rémand the cause 
to the state cou.t for trial, the gulty parties escape 
scot free, unwhipped of justice. have searched 
diligently the reports, and failed to 
find any adindicated case within the 
range of judicial iilerature ia which a conviction 
was ever hadin a federal court when th2com- 
plaint contained simply allegations of a violation 
oi the criminal] law of a state. In the case of Davis 
vs thestate of Tennessee, decided February Ist, 
1580, an illogical majority of the cou't who were 
republicans, brought into being by the exigency of 
party—slaves of & party doing the dirty work of its 
masters—iaying aside learuing, acumen and judi- 
cial fairness, if they ever possessed it, decided that 
a murderer could cause his prosecution to be trazx 
ferred trom state to United States court for trial by 
alleging that he was a revenue officer of the United 
States; that he killed his assuilant in necessary <elf- 
defensein executing the duties of bis office. The 
Statement is simply absurd and ridiculouxin that 
case, and still worsein this: If attacked while col- 
lecting the revenue and he killed a man in nec- 
essary self defense,it would be justifiable homicide. 
but the killing would be no part of his diniy as rev 
enue collector. How in this case eould it have 
been a partofthe dnty of these armed raiders as 
collect 1s of revenue to take a human life - defense- 
less and alone? Merciful heaven, what an uupar- 
donable outrage! What a flimsy de fen-e! But 
they say “they cannot obtsin a fair and impartial 
trial in Gwinnett."" Why? What has Bolton or 
self to fear at the hands of theirown people? Are 
they not both acquainted with our citizeus? Have 
they not both violated the taws of the state and 
United States in this countrpbefore, and escaped 
unharmed and unpunished’ ‘anot the Hon. Alex 
S. Irwin, before whom they would be tried if re- 
manded to the state court, atv able,learned and 
bonest jurist? Wi hout detra¢tion or disparage- 
ment it may be truly said Ahat in ability and 
legal learning he com 8 favorably with the mor:

She 
was in the smoke house at the time of the 
killing and heard but did not see the firing. 
She saw her stepfather standing by the ash- 
hopper. near the smokehouse, and saw him 
walk around the kitehen, followed by the of- 
She identified Freeland, Miller and 
Bolton as being members of the party. Her 
testimony Was, in substance, the same 
fis that of her mother, She 
testified that there were no arms on the place, 
that her step-father was unarmed and when 
she last saw him was walking slowly around 
the kitchen in advance of the officers. Her 
other evidence was merely a corruberation of 
that of her mother, but even to the details 
did not vary from it. 

Dr. Riley, who made the examination at 
the inquest, was examined as to the course of 
the ball, and testified concerning the wound. 
The ball entered just above the right nipple 
and was cut out of the left side of the back, 
having ranged downward. Hicks was 
evidently in a stooping posture when shot. 
Dr. Riley produced the ball in court. It was 
froma cartridge such as fits a 38 caliber 
pistol.

LONGFELLOW’S FUNERAL. 
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A Remarkably SImple Service for the Last Rites of 
the Deud Poet. 


Special to the New York Times. 

Boston, March 26.—The funeral of Longfel- 
low this afternoon was remarkable for its 
perfect simplicity. The services at the house 
consisted only of a brief address with reading 
of selections from the Scriptures bv the Rev. 
Samuel Longfellow,of Pniladeiphia, the poet’s 
brother; singing by a choir of female voices, 
with piano accompaniment, and a short con- 
cluding prayer, also by Samuel Longfellow. 
The services were strictly private and 
in the presence of a small company, 
embracing only the family and. rela- 
tives who were present at the poet’s deatly 
bed, and a few of his ‘Thtrinate.literary 
friendsand neighbors. Though small, it was 
adistinguished company. ‘There were the 
poet’s interesting family of sons and daugh- 
ters, his brothers and sisters, and of thuse not 
of the immediate family, Relph Waldo Em- 
erson, who would not be deterred by the deli- 
cacy of his health and his advancing years 
from attending the funeral of his old and re- 
vered friend; Oliver Wendell Holmes, George 
William Cyptis Charles Eliot Morton, the 
Rey. Cy rus BA rtol, Alexander Agassiz,and 
Mrs. Louis \.

A Man Captured sats,” Yeurs After Violating the 
aw. 


Sheriff McElhannon, of Jackson county, 
reached the city yesterday at noon, having in 
charge 8S. T. Pirkle, who is wanted in that 
county for a murder committed in: 1875. 
Pirkle, who is a fine-looking white man, 
spent the night in cell No. 4, where 
he was visited by a CoNsTITUTION répresenta- 
tive, to whom he said:
